Yefterday arrived the Mails due from Holland and 
France. 


They write from Copenhagen, that 8 of the Incen- 
diaries, that, not long ago, fet Fire to Rotfchild, are 
apprehended, who have peach’d feveral more of their 
Accomplices. 

From Berlin, that the King of Pruffia has given 
10,060 Crowns Gratuity to each of the 7 Regiments of 
Foot and Dragoons that made the laft Campaign upon 
the Rhine. 

From Warfaw, that the Chancery has iflued Cirentar 
Letters, fummoning the abfent Nobility and Gentry of 
Poland to come and make their Submiffion to King 
Auguftus within three Months, computing from the 
ift of December, on Pain of lofing their Offices and 
Dignities. 

From Naples, that the Prinéefs of Trignane . 
coda, who was lately banithed to Salerno, momirhed 
Order from Don Carlos, tq retire out of the Kingdom ; 
so which fhe paid a ready Obedience ; and that hes 
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Papers have been feized, and are under Examina- 
tion. 

From Tulfcany, that Part of the Spanifh Troops 
from Lombardy, are arrived in the Neighbourhood of 

' Plorence ; and their General has acquainsed the Great 
Duke, with the Reafons that have obliged the Duke 
de Montemar to fend his Troops back to that Courtry. 
Upon which the Great Duke has ordered Quarters to 
be provided for them ; and the Duke de Montemar has 
feried his head Quarters at Empoli near Florence. But 
Letters of the zoth ult. from Bologna, fay, that on the 
Sunday before, 850 German Huflars came early in the 
Morning, to the Suburbs of that City, and immediately 

“Gnvelted the Hofpital of the Mendicants, in which were 
2000 fick Spanifh Soldiers, whom they made Prifoners 

_of War, together with their Piquet Guard, confilting 
of so Men, and took likewife a great Quantity of Pro- 
vinons, which the Duke of Montemar had caufed to 
be laid up in that Neighbourhood. Thay add, that 
the Commandant of thofe Huflars fent likewife to de- 
mand, that all the Spaniards in the City might be de- 

livered up to him as Prifoners of War; but the Senate 
of Bologna prevailed to be excufed. The Letters of 
the 2d Inftant from Verona, obferve, that when this 
Expedition was taken in hand, the Term limited by 
the Emperor's Order to the Count de Keyvenhuller, for 
iuipending Holtilities againft the Spaniards, was expir- 
ed. The Letters from feveral Places in this Country, 
mention a Report, that the Duke de Montemar has, by 

Order from his Court, proclaimed a Sufpenfion of 
‘Arms with the Imperialifts, at the Head of his Troops; 
bat it needs Confirmation. Mean time the Imperial and 
French Commiffioners cannot agree about regulating 
the Winter Quarters in Italy, and have fent Exprefles 
to their refpective Courts for further Inftruétions. 

There are Letters from Trent and Bozolo of the 4th 
Initant, which fay, that the Prince of Saxe-Hilburg- 
haufen having pafied the Po at Lago Ofcuro, fellon a 
Body of Spaniards, of whom he cut 5 or 600 to Pieces, 
and took neat as many Prifoners, among whom were 
feveral Officers of Rank ; but both thefe Accounts are 
founded on the Report of Couriers, as they pafled thro’ 
thofe Places, fo that they need Confirmation. 

Letters from Sicily fay, that the Regents of that 
Country are very zealous in fuppreffing all Monuments, 
Infcriptions and Statues that have any Relation to the 
former Government, and in calling in all the Gold and 
Silver Species coined with the Emperor’s Effigies, in 
order to reduce them to the fame Denomination and 
Standard as thofe coined at Naples with the Effigies of 
the King of the two Sicilies. 

They write from Vienna, that the French Minifter, 
M. de |"Eitang, is at moft of the Affemblies of the No- 
bility there, and has frequent Conferences with the 
Emperor’s Minifters, in order to finifh the Regulation 
of what relates to the Ceffion of Lorain, and the Dutchy 
of Bar, and to fix the Place of Congrefs, which, "tis 
believed, after all, will be at Aix la Chapelle, where 
Count Seckendorf is entertained with ail the higheft 
Marks of Refpeét, and where the Senate is employed 
in embellifhing the publick Edifices, and the People in 
repairing and turnifhing their Houfes, both private and 

ablick, of which there are many very fine and magni- 

cent. 

Yefterday alfo came in two Mails from Ireland, with 
Votes of the Houfe of Commons ; by which it appears, 
that, on the 28th ult. there was a Call of the Houfe, 
when the Excufes of Sir Edward OBrien, Bart. Sir Robert 
Maud, Bart. and Hugh Willoughby, Efq; for their Ab- 
fence, net being allowed, they wete ordered into the 
Cuftody of the Serjeant at Arms. The farther Call of 
the Members was to be as Yefterday. The Heads of 

the Bill fer accepting the folemn Afirmation or Declara- 
tion f the Quakers, were agreed to, and prepated to be 
tran{mitted to this Kingdom for the Royal Affent. And 
Leave was given tobring in Heads of a Bill for pre- 
wenting clandeftine Marriages ; and of another for fet- 
tling and afcertaining the ‘Tythe of Hemp and Flax. 
‘The Corporation of the City of Cork have petitioned 
for Leave to ere&t a Workhoufe for Employment of 
the Poor, &c. 

The Right Rev. Dr. Tennifon, Bithop of Offory, 
died of an Inflamation of the Lungs, at his Houfe 
im Mary’s Abbey in Dublin laft Saturday Se’nnight. 
His Lordthip fucceeded Sir Thomas Vefey, Bart. who 
died in Auguft1730. And on the preceding Thurfday, 
died at Gallway, Oliver Blake, Efq; Counfellor at 
Law: But the Report of the Death of the Rev. Dr. 
Sheridan, proves falfe, to the great Satisfaction of all 
who with well to polite Literature; for Letters from 
Cavan fay, that Gentleman is in a good State of 
Health. 

Letters from Cork fay, they have had great Rains 
and Inundations lately in thofe Parts. And from Dub. 
lin they write, that in the great Storm which happen’g 
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there on the 24th ult. a large Smuggling Wherry was 
funk between - [fle of Man and that Coaft, altho 
they threw out above 20 Anchors of Brandy to lighten 
their Freight. ‘Tire Matter of a Sloop, whé faw the 
Smugglers in Diftrefs, to the Number of g Men, was 
going to their Affiftance, but before he could “get to 
thém they were drown’d. —— The Letters add, that 
on the 26th in the Evening, asa Hackney Coachman 
was driving near the Wall on Lower Ormond Quay, 
the Ground gave Way, and the Coach and Hortes tell 
into the Liffy, by which both the Horfes were drown d, 
but the Coachman faved himéelt.
